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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 58. 62-8 1 , 1 28. 1 32-1 44, 1 46- 1 50. and 
154-194 are pending, with claims 58. 128. 1 50. and 174 being independent claims. Claims 58. 
62, 64-67, 70, 71. 76, 80, 128. 132-137. 140, 14!. 143, 144. 146, 148. 150, 154. 156-150, 162, 
163, 168, 172. 174, 176. 178-181, J 83, 184. 189, and 193 are amended. Support for these 
changes can be found throughout Applicant's originally filed specification, including, niter alia. 
pages 8-21 of the written description and Figure 1 of the drawings. These changes are believed to 
introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully requested. 

Based on the above amendment and the following remarks. Applicant respectfully 
requests the Examiner to reconsider and withdraw all outstanding objections and rejections. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C § 101 

In the Office Action, claims 58, 62- 8 L 128. 132-144, 146-150. and 154-194 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § I 0 1 as allegedly not suppo.iti.ng a specific and substantial asserted utility or a 
well-established utility. (Paper No. 20G6102S, page 2). To the extent that this rejection is based on 
the Examiner's rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 te.g., allegedly lacking antecedent support from the 
specification). Applicant behoves the Examiner's concerns are addressed by the Applicant's 
remarks below. Notwithstanding the amendment and remarks herein. Applicant respectfully 
submits that this rejection is incomplete for lacking a detailed explanation for the allegedly deficient 
utility, and nonetheless without merit. (See MPEP § 2107). Each of the rejected claims recite a 
specific and substantial asserted milky as well as a well-established utility. The Examiner has failed 
to provide sufficient evidentiary support to establish a prima facie showing that any claimed 
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invention lacks utility. ^Sec MPfcP § 2 107.02s.1V )). Applicant RspeoUhhy naac?tt 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the standing rejection, and allowance of the pendmg chums.
